DEFENSE JESTS CASE. 


Testimony In Bosschicter Trial 


Is All In. 


ACCUSED MEN OS THE 8TASD. 


Ueatb, Campbell and McAIister Ttm- 


tity In Their Ovru Belttt.lt— Say the 
CIrl Dll-il From AlcoholUm «•« 


Her Character. 


Patcrson, X J., Jan. 17.— Counsel for 


the deftas»e iu the Jeuuie Bosschieter 
mnrdpr Trial yesterday practically closed 
their case. 
William A. Death. Walter 
I.. Mt-Aliiter and Andrew- Campbell, the 
three men now on trial for the murder, 
\\-ent on the stand ia their own behalf 
and toJd their versions of the events of 
the uigh: Jonuie Bossrhieu-r met her 
death while in ihrir company. They io!d 
the same story practically, and their tes- 
timony varied hut little as to details. 


The plea set tip by couns&l for the 


three defendants vras a general and spe- 
cific denial of all the accusations made 
against the men. He opened with an at- 
tack on the moral character of the dead 
girl and claimed that the prisoners were 
in no way responsible for the death of 
Jennie Bossc-hieter. He denied that she 
had been drugged, and he denied that she 
had been ill tieated and assaulted. 


McAHster, Death and Campbell were 


each on the stand. Their testimony was 
on the line that they were acting on a 
generous impulse when they took the 
pirl out of the saloon to the hack. They 
claimed that she was "jolly drunk" for a 
time in the back room of Saal's saloon; 
said she was joking and laughing after 
the first drink; that she became ''dopy" 
after taking the absinth and then be- 
came dead drunk. They had thought a 
drire in the fresh air would do her good 
and had taken her across the river out 
into the country. The assault was denied. 
They had lifted the girl out of the hack 
because she was sick, and they had con- 
ducted themselves like humanitarians in 
their efforts to brius her back to her 
senses. They had taken her to the br.ook 
to obtain water. They would have taken 
her home after she was dead, but when 
they reached the neighborhood they saw 
persons about. 


3io Evil Intention*. 


They . were frightened at "the dead 


girl" and did not want to get mixed up 
in the scandal. They maintained that they 
had no evil intentions against the girl. 
The meeting in the saloon was uninten- 
tional so far as McAlister was concerned, 
and he had drawn his friend Kerr into 
the case unwittingly. Campbell became 
mixed up in it because Death did not 
want to be seen on the street with the 
girl lest some one tell his wife. The hack, 
it would appear from the statements 
made* by the prisoners. wa<s not intended 
for the party at fir*r, but for ilcAlister, 
Kerr and two young women whose 
names McAHster refused to divulge on 
the ground that their names had not been 
mentioned before and he did not want to 
cause them annoyance. The stop intend- 
ed at Lee's was not connected with the 
girl they had with them, but because, al- 
though she had hnd enough to drink, the 
men had further capacity. 


The story as told by each appeared 


plausible, explanatory and reasonable, 
but conflicted with the testimony of the 
hackman and the alleged confessions of 
Death and Campbell as introduced by the 
state and admitted as evidence. 
The 


state, which was beaten the day before 
in the effort to introduce the confession 
said to have been made by Campbell, 
succeeded in getting it all in in even 
more detailed n manner than would have 
been possible the previous day. 


When the defense had exhausted its re- 


source';, Mr. Emley entered Campbell's 
confession and then rested. 


The summing up is expected to occupy 


the whole of trrlay. Perhaps the judge's 
charge will be dciiveted in the evening, 
or it may be postponed until tomorrow 
morning,

The Fetich Diamond. 


The South African native, it seems, is 


not always decorated with the mere trump- 
ery cf the trader's wallet or oi his own 
purveyance. It has become an attested 
fact that excellent diamonds, and dia- 
monds better than that, are possessed by 
chiefs and bearded by theiu, not so much 
in intelligence of their value as in ailrm 
fstichisiB. The stones'hnvo como to their 
hands by the good old fashioned method 
of stealing them from the Kimberley mines 
years ago, before the present minute watch 
against gem thieving was systematized. 
Diamond stealing at present is practically 
impossible under tho peculiar Methods oC 
its prevention. Before the rigid examina- 
tions of workmen and visitors began to bo 
enforced, native laborers often were under 
a secret compact with their tribal rulers 
not to como back from tho mines without 
a good sized stolen diamond for tho chief's 
TOO. Hence a groat many superb gems aro 
in the dark unfathorsed caves of a Kaffir 
headman's establishment. 


Within a few years enterprising traders 


have made special expeditions and palavers 
for diamonds so hidden, with the result of 
successful bartering for them. Liquor and 
guns have been found useful. 
In some 


instances the superstition of tho chieCj 
stood in the way of traders' recovering 
valuable stones; but, on tho other hand, a 
small company working on this line of ac- 
quisition is credited with having obtained 
within four months not less than $200,000 
worth of diamonds. Ono agent succeeded 
in buj'ing of u chief six stones of more 
than 300 karats each.—Harper's Weekly.

Chicago laundries one would think there 
Is an opportunity for a permanent cut in 
their prices. A man who knows a good 
many of the local Chinese gays one lauu- 
tiryman went back to Ccina a few yfars 
ago with f 4U.OOO in American mousey, ali 
earned in the laundry business, but prob- 
ably largely by the buying and selling of 
laundru-a. There are some of th« local 
CbiuoiLien who are continually dickering 
in laundriea. One of them, who has re- 
cently bought a state street laundry for 
$1,000, is said to ha%e carried on negotia- 
tions for the purchase of over 25 laundries 
in western Massachusetts during tbu last 
few years. He does not set-ns to have much 
trouble in getting funds for such pur- 
chases, as n-en who have lent him money 
in many instances on SO to 60 day notes 
suy he has always paid before the paper is 
<?ue. It is said that & good Chinese laan- 
dryrnan can clear $25 a week, zUthoagh he 
pays fnom $14 to $25 rent, and somctifijea 
as high as ^40, and hires two or three nat-n 
at wages ranging from $6 to $10 a week. 
\Vben their very economical habits of liv- 
ing are considered, it is probable that they 
save a large share of their earnings. They 
seem generally to have money to pay their 
bills, for local merchants who deal with 
them say their accounts are almost always 
paid promptly. 


A queer feature of the laundry business 


is the extent to which tbo local laundries 
are in the hands of syndicates or combina- 
tions of the laundryrnen. A group or 
them, related to each other, are said to 
control half a dozen laundries on South 
Main and State streets, and there are oth- 
er similar combinations in the city. The 
members of these various "syndicates" 
are generally not on good terms with each 
other. If they meet in some store, they 
will not speak, though knowing each oth- 
er perfectly welL The competition be- 
tween these various groups to buy up an 
available laundry is said to be very sharp, 
and a local man who has such an opening 
to rent is said to have received 25 applica- 
tions for it— Springfield Republican.

THE KING'S SERGEANTS. 


They U«ed to Be the Absolute Chiefs of 


the English Bar. 


In days long gone by the judges and 


sergeants appear always to have gone to 
Westminster hall on horseback, with a ret- 
inue of men In livery. And in the ad- 
dresses to the sergeant* on their call, advice 
was given them as to the number of 
horses they should keep when riding the 
circuit. The judges up to the middle of 
the sixteenth century seem usually to bave 
gone on, mules, like the old bishops and 
abbots. 
Sergeant "Whiddon, who was 


made a judge of the common pleas in 1553, 
is said to have-been the first to introduce 
the custom of riding on borseback instead 
of mule. It is said that the cavalcade was 
sometimes very imposing, the lord chan- 
cellor and great officers of state, with Qe 
judges and leaders of the bar and many of 
the nobility, going on borseback in full 
state. Such was certainly the case when 
Bacon obtained the great seal in 1617. 


Tbe king's sergeants, selected from the 


general body, varied very much in num- 
ber. 
"When the number exceeded three, a 


further distinction was conferred by con- 
stituting one or more of them the king's 
ancient or most ancient sergeants. The 
king's sergeants were in every way the 
chiefs of the bar and always took preced- 
ence of the attorney general and every 
one else as the king s counsel in the law 
and chief law officers. 
The offices of at- 


torney and solicitor general are modern 
substitutes for that of the king's sergeant 
In 163.3 an order in council placed the ac- j 
torney aud solicitor general before all the ! 
king's sergeants except the "two ancient- 
est," and so the seniority remained until 
1814, when by an order in council the at- 
torney and solicitor general were perma- 
nently placed over all the sergeants. 
, 


Tbe difference between a queen's coun- 


sel and a sergeant is this—the former is 
created by patent and the latter by writ 
under the great seal. As to rank there is 
no difference whatever between a sergeant 
who has obtained a patent of precedence 
aud a queen's counsel, but with regard to 
sergeants who have no patent it is other- 
wise.—Gentleman's Maga2ine. 


His First Firearm. 


Marshall Tidd, the famous gun builder 


of IVoburn, Mass., mado his first flerann 
out of a spiko 68 years ago. \Vben Mar- 
shall was 10 years old, his father died, 
and he was apprenticed to a shoemaker. 
On the day when the Boston and Lowell 
railroad ran its first train through Woburn 
the boy was one of the spectators. 
He 


picked up a spike, and the idea occurred 
to him that it could be fashioned into a 
pistol barrel. A blacksmith cut off the 
ends of the spike, and Marshall then bored 
it on bis brother's lathe. He found a piece 
of hoop iron and fastening one end in a 
vise made a spiral of the metal. When he 
got the shape that seemed best, ho mado a 
tool to cut the insido of the barrel. 
This 


pistol barrel was mounted on a stock that 
extends the entire length of the barrel. 
Tbe hammer is very old fashioned in de- 
sign, striking a percussion cap nipple. He 
sold tho weapon to another boy for $3, and 
it was lost sight of for nearly a quarter of 
a century. One day a friend got track of 
it and presented ic to the maker. It is 
still in working order.—New York Trib- 
une. 


The Burning of Green Wood. 


Every one who enjoys sitting by a wood 


fire must have obasrvcd bow the wood 
sputters and hisses and frequently gives 
off little jots of flames and again the pieces 
crackle and fly off at a considerable dis- 
tance. This is caused by the wntcr in tho 
wood which, confined in the cells, becomes 
heated and generates steam. .It is a curi- 
ous fact that intense heat and intense cold 
produce fractures in various substances. 
In tho most extreme cold weather it is not 
uncommon, especially if tho cold has 
como on suddenly, to find trees that aro 
split from tho ground to the top by tho 
action of frost. Freezing ospandstho wa- 
ter in tho colls of tho wood, and so sud- 
denly is this dono that the trees burst aa 
would a pitcher or mug in which water 
W;is confined.—Xow York Lodger.
